Toddling about the 
house, the little tot sat down on the 
clothes and sank into the scalding 
water. She was rushed to the Pas¬ 
adena hospital where the best of 
medical attention was secured but 
all efforts to save her life failed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hamane were among 
the best known Japanese residents of 
Sierra Madre. Little Misao was a 
familiar figure in many homes where 
her mother had taken her in the 
course of her household employment, 
being an unusually bright and pret¬ 
ty child. Funeral sendees were held 
Thursday afternoon in Pasadena.

COMMENCEMENT 

AT REDLANDS 


Water Power 
Shortage Is 
Very Acute 


Water Rights 
of City Will 
Be Protected 


Mr. and Mrs. *C. W. Jones drove 
to Redlands on Monday to attend the 
commencement exercises at the Uni¬ 
versity of Redlands, where their 
daughter, Miss Virginia Jones, was 
one of the graduates. They were 
accompanied by Mrs. M. W. Jones of 
Pennville, Ind., Mrs. M. W. Hull of 
South Pasadena and Dr. W. A. Tate. 
The exercises were held in a beuuti- 
ful outdoor setting. The principal 
address was delivered by Dr. J. W. 
Brougher, whose son was also a 
member of the class, which had 38 
members. Miss Virginia will return 
home in a few days and will ac¬ 
company her parents on a lengthy 
trip through the eastern states, leav¬ 
ing some time next month. 


Curtailed street lighting is a re¬ 
minder to the public of the need to 
cut down the use of electric current 
in every possible way. Che acute 
shortage of water for power has 
caused an unforeseen situation for 
the Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany. 

Unless the use of current is cut 
down voluntarily at least 25 per 
cent as a result of appeals now being 
made, it will be necessary to take ar¬ 
bitrary steps, according to District 
Agent Fred Schwartz. The same 
message was conveyed to the weekly 
luncheon of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce by P. B. Reagan. To meet 
the water shortage, the company has 
brought into use all the old steam 
generating plants, but still the sup¬ 
ply of current is below normal. 

Householders ore urged to save 
current by cutting out the use of all 
electrical appliances for which a sub¬ 
stitute can be found. Make toast on 
the gas stove; use the old fashioned 
curler or wear your hair straight; 
cut out the waffle iron in favor of 
something else; see that no unneces¬ 
sary lights are burning at night. 
These are some of the things sug¬ 
gested by which housewives can co¬ 
operate. 

The city of Sierra Madre has ar¬ 
ranged to cut out about 40 per cent 
of the street lamps during the short¬ 
age, which will last until the next 
rainy season. The city also urges 
greatest care in the use of water so 
the pumping power bills can be cut 
down. 

The situation is very real, not im¬ 
aginary, according to Mr. Schwartz. 
A further statement of the com¬ 
pany’s position is contained in a 
statement on another page. 


Working quietly and without osten¬ 
tation, the city trustees have gone 
about the business of protecting 
Sierra Madre’s right to whatever 
j water may be available in the nearby 
mountains in addition to supplies 
already made use of by the city. As 
an overlying owner, Sierra Madre 
has first claim to whatever water 
may be available underground in the 
basin of the Raymond dyke. This 
is a supply which cannot be "ex¬ 
ported” beyond the overlying land so 
long as the latter has need of it. 

Development by the county of 
check dams and impounding dams in 
the Big Santa Anita and Sun Gab¬ 
riel Canyons, however, raises a new 
issue. Underground water from the 
Big Santa Anita flows into the Ray¬ 
mond basin. Outside communities 
with eyes on the gravity water to be 
impounded behind the dam to be 
built by the county flood control 
bond issue, have sought to secure a 
portion of the water which may be¬ 
come available there. In the opinion 
of Attorney Baker, Engineer Willis 
Jones and others, Sierra Madre 
should have the same prior right to 
this water as if it were actually un¬ 
derground where it would eventually 
flow. 

Over in the San Gabriel Canyon, 
where the great impounding dam is 
to be built, there will likewise be a 
new situation. Just how much water 
will be available for gravity distri¬ 
bution and what proportion must be 
released as "percolating” water in 
order not to deplete existing wells 
down in the valley is something yet 
to be determined. There is sure to 
be a grand scramble for whatever 
water may be available, because the 
city of Pasadena and other com¬ 
munities as far away are making ap¬ 
plication for a share of it. Either 
the state water commission or the 
courts will probably have to parcel 
it out. 

Sierra Madre will not be behind the 
rest when the roll of applicants is 
called. At their last meeting the 
trustees instructed City Attorney 
Baker and City Engineer Gierlich to 
take the necessary steps to get ir. 
formal application for the surplus 
waters of the Big Santa Anita. 

It will be a period of years before 
the San Gabriel dam will be complet¬ 
ed and holding water. However, the 
city officials are alive to the situa¬ 
tion and can be relied upon to get 
in an application if it appears there 
is any likelihood of meeting a need 
which cannot be better satisfied near¬ 
er home.

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HEARING ON 
ZONING LAW 
DUE JUNE 23 

Hearing on the injunction case I 
brought by the Mountain Glen 
Healthatorium, seeking to prevent 
the city officials of Sierra Madre 
from enforcing the zoning ordinance 
as applied to their sanitarium will 
take place on Monday, June 23. At 
that time the city will be represent¬ 
ed in court by City Attorney Baker 
and by Attorneys Robest Mitchell 
and E. E. Bacon. 

It will be remembered that when 
the action was first started, Mr. 
Mitchell was chairman of the board 
and undertook defense of the ordi¬ 
nance -without expense to the city, 
Mr. Bacon volunteering to aid on the 
same basis. At the last meeting of 
the city trustees Mr. Mitchell com¬ 
municated with the board as to the 
status of the action and indicated his 
willingness to continue the legal de¬ 
fense of the ordinance. Accordingly, 
the city will be represented in court 
as indicated above.

Turn of Road 

on Prohibition 

What is the public to believe when' 
two of the foremost educators in 
America take precisely opposite 
views regarding the lienefits of pro¬ 
hibition ? 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, presi¬ 
dent of Columbia University, the; 
largest institution of learning in! 
America, declared recently that pro- j 
hibition was a failure and a farce, j 
and prophesied the early repeal of 
the Volstead Act and the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 

Now Comes President Emeritus 
Eliot of Harvard, most venerable of 
American educators and spokesman 
for the most famous of American 
universities, maintaining that Dr. 
Butler misunderstands prohibition and 
misrepresents the educational atti¬ 
tude toward it. He makes three 
points, as follows: 

First, that an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of teachers and educators of 
our country believe in bringing up 
all children not to use alcohol in any 
form, “for the sake of their ewn 
health and of the public health,” and 
also believe the abolition of drinking 
should be taught in the schools as 
part of the hygienic work. 

Second, that the testimony of man¬ 
ufacturers, physicians, nurses and so¬ 
cial workers regarding the improve¬ 
ment of social conditions since the 
country went dry is so overwhem- 
ing that it will soon convince the 
great majority of Americans that 
"the complete disuse of alcoholic 
drinks” is of enormous benefit to any

Kem river is carrying only 25 per cent of the water 
usually available on this date. 

On the Big Creek system where water is stored in 
Huntington lake the amount available is less than 25 per 
cent of normal. This lake, which has a capacity of 88,000 
acre feet, now holds less than 20,000 acre feet and prac¬ 
tically no more will flow in until next April. 

Under the supervision of the Railroad Commission 
plans have been formulated to protect the essential re¬ 
quirements of all power users throughout the state. This 
will be done by directing the use of the power so that non- 
essential service will be curtailed until the present situa¬ 
tion is relieved. 

To this end the Edison company has prepared a power 
budget which assigns to each of its operating districts the 
amount of power available for each month.

The situation is unforeseen and absolutely unavoidable. 
Wherever restrictions are made they are necessary to con¬ 
serve the power for the use of fanners to mature their 
crops and to supply industry and maintain payrolls. With¬ 
out supervision the crops would suffer and industrial work¬ 
ers would be laid off. 

We ask our consumers to aid in every possible way by 
reducing the consumption of electric energy by shorter 
hours of use and, wherever possible, the substitution of 
other devices to conduct their work.

Growth of Kiwanis 
The first Kiwanis club was organ¬ 
ized at Detroit, Michigan, in Janu¬ 
ary, 1915. During the following year 
two more clubs were established, one 
at Cleveland and the other at Pitts¬ 
burgh. In the second year 36 clubs 
were established and in the third 
year 36 more clubs were added to 
the list, so that on January 1, 1918, 
there were 73 clubs. At the time of 
the Birmingham convention in 1919, 
there were 138 clubs with about 15,- 
500 members. Two years later, at 
the time of the Cleveland convention 
in June, 1921, there were 533 clubs 
with a membership of 47,970. When 
the clubs convened at Toronto in 
June, 1922, there were 802 clubs and 
68,010 members in the International 
organization. At the time of the At¬ 
lanta convention in 1923, there were 
1043 clubs and 78,961 members. To¬ 
day there are 1250 clubs and over 
89,000 members. 

The name "Kiwanis" is a coined 
word. The real meaning to it has 
come through the constructive un¬ 
selfish work of Kiwanians. The mot¬ 
to of the organization, "We build,” 
is an expression of the spirit of Ki¬ 
wanis.
